1 . Claims 1-24 are allowed over prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the 
combined prior art of Pettey who teaches (US PGPUB 2004/01 28398 A1 ) utilizing load 
balancing, UO security and firewall functions as associated with the generation and 
routing of network frames, Hanzlik et al (US PGPUB 2004/0044891 A1) who teaches a 
distributed firewall system that utilizes load sharing, and Richmond et al (US 
2003/0152067 A1) who teaches a distributed firewall system, they fail to teach or 
suggest a first and second call process server application forming a first load sharing 
group server application and a first and second firewall server application forming a 
second load sharing group server application, wherein VOIP traffic calls are received by 
said second load sharing group server application, and the second load sharing group 
server application selects one of first and second firewall server applications to verify 
that VOIP traffic is authorized to access one of call process server application
